LONDON, July 11 (Associated Press). 
—Lord Curzon, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, has conveyed ‘o Count 
de St. Aulaire, the French Ambassador, 
the main principles of the statement on 
the reparations question. which will be 
made tomorrow by Premier Stanley 
Baldwin ahd the Foreign Secretary co- 
incidentally in the House of Commons 
and the Lords, and to which the Cab- 
inet today gave its approval. 

Lord Curzon indicated Stoadiy to the 
| Ambassador what he thought Great 
Great Britain's future egurs· would be. 
The conversation was described as ex- 
tremely cordial. 

It is expected that the joint statement 
will be one of studied moderation, in- 
tended to maintain friendly relations 
with France. - While it will set: forth 
the desirability of united action by the 
Allies tn dealing with Germany it will 
emphasize the pressing need of a new, 
definite ‘attitude on the part of Great 
Britain, toward. the::whole reparation

Ne Cut and Dried Plan. 


While no cut afd dried plan. will be 
put forward. by Premier Baldwin, it 
may be said that the Cabinet has al- 
ready considered tentatively the terms 
of a separate reply to the recént note 
from Berlin in the event that united 
action by the Allies is not ° possible. 
When this document is completed a 
copy will probably be submitted to the 
United States, as well as the Allies and 
the netural countries. 

Mr. Baldwin's statement will be made 
in reply to a prepared question from 
J. Ramsay Macdonald, Opposition 
leader; while Marquis Curzon will re, 
spond to a similar query from Viscount 
Grey. It is expected the statement will 
be of much greater length than is usual 
in replying to parliamentary questions, 
and ‘that it may lead to brief debate in 
either or both houses. 

The Premier, it is believed, will ad- 
vance a suggestion for early appoint- 
ment of an international commission of 
experts to inquire Into Germany’s ca- 
pacity for reparation. It is also con- 
sidered likely that’ he will disapprove 
Germany’s passive resistance and will 
invite France again to state what course 
she would pursue if such resistance were 
countermanded. 

Dr. Eduard Benes, Czechoslovakian 
Foreign Minister, had luncheon today 
with the British Foreign Secretary and 
took occasion to discuss the. reparations 
and other European problems. - Dr. 
Benés’s main purpose In coming to Lon- 
don, it is understood, was to take up 
with Lord Curzon a number of .ques- 
tions in which his country is especially 
interested.

GREAT FALLS; Mont., July 11.—State 
Superintendent of Banks Skelton, who is 
here investigating the closing of the 
Stanton Bank and Trust Company, was 
said’ to have devoted the day in an 
attempt to determine if George A. Stan- 
ton, President of the institution, put up 
$50,000 on June 16 to complete the sec- 
ord payment: of $100,000 due to Jack 
Dempsey on his $300,000 guarantee for 
his bout with Tommy Gibbons at Shelby 
July 4. Mr. Skelton also was trying to 
find out, if Stanton had subscribed the 
money, where the cash was obtained. 

Word came today that the First State 
Bank of Joplin, which was affiliated 
with the Stanton Bank and Trust Com- 
Pany, also was closed Monday, the third 
bank feilure in Montana to follow on 
the heels of their officers’ interest in the 
prizefight at Shelby. The Joplin bank 
had a capital of $20,000 and deposits of 
about $40,000. 

Mr. Stanton declined to say today 
whether he put up the $50,000, as cred- 
ited at the time, and if he took the 
money from the Stanton Bank funds. 
All day long the banker, Skelton, and 
L. E. Jones, Secretary of Great Falis 
Commercial Club, were issuing denials 
that promotion of the world’s cham- 
plonship bout at Shelby had anything to 
do with the faliure of the Stanton Bank 
and the First State Bank of Joplin. 
Mayor James A. Johnson of that town, 
one of the heaviest losers at the Shelby 
tiasco, is President of the Shelby insti- 
tution. 

Mr. Jones issued a statement saying: 

‘There is no justification of the ru- 
mor that the bank failure at Great Falls 
was due to the promotion of the Dem 
sey-Gibbons fight.

‘*My chief desire is to help the 
Greater Boston Federation of Churches 
at this time, and feeling that it, and 
not I, should determine my fitness for 
continuing in office, I herewith tender 
my resignation as Executive Secretary. 

“Tt want it understood that this tender 
on my part in no wise expresses. my 
own judgment in the matter, but is 
solely to free the hand of the Directors 
of the Federation.” ‘

TURKS AND BRITISH 
IN NEW DEADLOCK 


Latter Insist on-Craisers Remain- 
ing Till Straits Convention 
Is Ratified. 


LAUSANNE, July .11 (Associated 
Press.)—The Turks have. damped the 
rejoicings. ef the Near Bast conference. 
by raising new. difficulties; they want 
all the British warships withdrawn from 
the Straits simultaneously with the 
troops,“but the British today insisted on 
their right to keep two cruisers there 
pending the ratification of the Straits 
convention. They say they are willing 
to move al warships when Angora 
ratifies the treaty, but desire the right 
to come back with “‘ up to {wo-cruisers.”’ 

Although exhausted. by ‘long months 
of negotiations, ,Ismet Pasha strenu- 
ously opposed the British contention 
during a session which lasted well into 
the night, declaring that this v 
against the spirit, if not against the 
letter, of the treaty. ‘The session broke 
up without agreement; all the delegates 
sald afterward that it was most un- 
satisfactory. Another attempt to’ come 
to terms will be made tomorrow. 

The special protocol relating to evacu- 
ation was’ drafted and -agreed upon in 
principle at o’clock Monday morning; 
but afterward the Turkish experts dis- 
covered that they had forgotten to say 
anything about the: naval forces; hence 
the new controversy. This oversight 
has madeé the’ Turks suspicious as to 
other: matters, and ‘the experts will 
gather n tomorrow to go over the 
question on which.an accord is supposed 
to, have been reached. ‘ 

Although no conficmation of it is ob- 
tainable, the impression prevails that 
the American représentatives are not 
altogether satisfied with the phrasing 
of the protocol on concessions, more 
particularly the clause granting priority 
rights to any foreign company in any 
future contracts. The American dele- 

ates said tonight that the negotiations 

or the revision of the Turco-American 
treaties were proceeding normally, and 
they hoped to be able to obtain definite 
results within a few days. Already 
more than thirty meetings have been 
held with the Turxs. .

Grover Cleveland Alexander, veteran 
right-hander of the Chicago Cubs, 
hauled the Robins right back to where 
they wete two days,ago in the tussle 
for fourth place in the National League 
by beating Dutch Ruether, the Brook- 
lyn southpaw, in a great pitching duel 
at Ebbets Field yesterday afternoon by 
a score of 2 to 0. The victory pulled 
the Cubs on even terms with the Robinz 
in. the four-game series, each having 
one game apiece, and leaves Brooklyn 
in the first division by» nothing more 
than one point percentage margin over 
the Chicago club. 

Alexander clearly outpitched Iuether 
and deserved the victory, although both 
runs scored by the Cubs were not ail 
of their own doing. Alexander yielded 
but six hits, to the twelve off Ruether, 
and was master of the situation at all 
times. In only two innings, the second 
and the fifth, did the Robins manage to 
advance runners as far as third base, 
and each time Alexander rose to his 


best. 

Despite the fact, however, that Rue- 
ther was pummeled for an even dozen 
safeties, it required two hits, the help 
of an error and a sacrifice fly to pro- 
duce the first Chicago run, in the third 
inning, while two bases on balls, the 
only two issued by Ruether in the entire 
game, aided in the scoring of the Cubs’ 
second run in the ninth, which was aiso 
driven in by a sacrifice fly. 


Cubs Waste Hits. 


The Cubs wasted hits in a manner 
that was appalling. They collected six 
hits in thé, first three innings before 
they. finally pushed their first run over 
the pate, and in thé eighth they~con- 
nected with no fewer than four hits, 
oné a double, without scoring = solitary 
run.

Life for the Pittsburgh Pirates is just 
one hard. knock after another.

Max said little at the 
time, but he went out to centrefield 
and brooded bitterly over the matter, 
and when he came in to the bench at 
the end of the inning he resumed the 
quarrel without losing a. stride. 

Klem finally lost patience ‘and told 
Carey to keep quiet or get out.” Ac- 
cording to the Pittsburgh players, Bill 
used language that no family newspaper 
would think of printing.

THE NEW FRENCH ARMY. 

France denies with sincerity that 
she is a militarist nation, maintaining 
that she is armed for defense solely 
against Germany, whom she suspects 
of secretly preparing for a war of re⸗ 
venge. In 1914, while the German 
war machine had no equal for effec- 
tiveness, the strength and equipment 
.of the French land forces, particularly 
in artillery, made France an antago- 
nist not to be despised. 
mobilize a million trained soldiers in 
thirty days and had large reserves. 
In the opening operations of the war 
French strategy, it is now admitted, 
was at fault. Today there is no Ger- 
man army—nothing but a police forcé 
to maintain order.” There is no Aus- 
trian army, Italy is demobilized. There 
is, indeed, but one great military 
Power in Europe, France, and political 
conditions make it necessary. This the 
allies of France in the great war. un- 
derstand. Yet it is the duty of states- 
men to take cognizance of disparity 
of armaments, and not to be indiffer- 
ent to the potential strength of even a 
friend and neighbor. Thus Great Brit- 
ain, valiant fighter for the salvation 
of France in four years of war, is 
preparing to expand her own air force 
for no other reason than the pos- 
session by France of 120 aviation 
squadrons. 

There are observers, not unfriendly 
to France, who speak of her as mili- 
taristic,. but she is so only in the 
sense that she wants to be strong 
enough to prevent another invasion by 
the Germans and a war more terrible 
than the last; Colonel Jean Fasry of 
the Chamber Army Commission,. in 
presenting its plan for the reorgani- 
zation of an army of 660,000 men, 
said: ‘ 


The time may come when those who 
must decide whether to refuse or ac- 
cept, or even anticipate, war will have 
to bear a heavy. responsibility and, 
because of the very brutality and effi- 
cacy of the first blows struck, it is 
important to give them instead of re- 
ceiving them. 


To British ‘military. men the. great 
superiority of the French in aviation 
may be disquieting, but in no more 
effective way could France make 
ready for a conflict with Germany 
than by creating~ an invincible ai: 
service. President FLANDIN of the Aero 
Club of France, formerly Secretary of 
Aeronautics in Risot’s war Cabinet, 
declares that the next war will be won 
by the nation that can carry com- 
panies of machine gunners by plane to 
strategic points in the enemy’s ter- 
ritory. The enemy M. FLANDIN had 
in. mind was undoubtedly Germany’. 
of War Masrnor, -speaking| , 
on the Army Recruiting bill in the 
Chamber on March 2, said:

Mo- 
roccan ‘division that, with the support 
of American troops, ‘drove the enemy 
out of Chateau-Thierry,’ The French 
reorganization is built on the lessons 
of the war.’ Some of them were 
learned from the Germans, such as 
the employment of. shock troops, 
massing of machine guns and the use 
of pieces of long range. The French 
field artillery was the finest in Eu- 
rope in 1914-18. It is now better than 
ever. Airplanes have been fitted with 
the .75-millimeter, others with six ma- 
chine guns and 1,500 kilograms of 
explosives. Huge bombers .of great 
radius have been tested. “ France 
is tired of being a battlefield,” says 
the Minister of War, ‘‘ ‘and if possible 
“ will carry the war immediately into 
“the enemy’s territory.” A scientific 
combination of units is the central 
idea of the reorganization. France is 
determined to have her new army, but 
its cost cannot long be met unless she 
collects from Germany. 


THE POET OF POCATELLO. 

Mr. WILLIAM ALLEN WHITE is away 
from that Emporia which he has made 
a capital of the mind. A little jealous, 
perhaps, of the successes of his twin 
brother, HENRY ALLBN,~whom several 
Kings wanted to adopt-and who might 
have been Mpret of Albania or Mosque 
Commissioner in Mecca, or anything 
better, if he hadn’t pitied his orphaned 
countrymen, Mr. WuitTe has not 
denied himself to abroad. That’s good 
for abroad, bad for ‘Kansas, worse 
for Emporia. For:an Idaho man of 
genius, SNyrDER of Pocatello, fleers and 
jeers the sacred Sunflower; and Mf. 
WHiITE’s Gazette, instead of appre- 
ciating the humor and imagination of. 
the Pocatellian, rudely calls him ‘‘ the 
world’s champion liar.’’ Such is the 
fate of a poet who has seen Kansas 
and painted it black. 

SNYDER of Pocatello found the popu- 
lation of the cities ‘* greatly dimin- 
ished because of excessive heat,’’ 
which, accompanied’ by its little 
brother, humidity, is “so great that 
an jnactive persons a man actually 
** standing still, will find his cloth 
become damp with perspiration. His 
‘* impulse is to tear them off and 
** wring them out at intervals of about 
‘* every five minutes.’" Farmers have 
been leaving the State by the whole- 
sale.

He un- 
dertook this investigation as a lover of 
animals and as the President of a hu- 
mane society, and if he had found that 
this fotm of research involved the in- 
fliction of useless torture he would have 
devoted as much energy to stopping it 
as he. has to the defense and justifica- 
tion of what his examinations =~ re- 
vealed,

of any. more suffering than is endured 
by human patients in every hospital 
from the taking of anaesthetics and 
during. recovery from surgical wounds.

In THe Tres of July 7 Gray: Silv 
of Washington, D, Cc. — of 
farm bloc in Congress, calls — 
to your editorial of July: 3, requesting 
co-operation in rehabilitating the farm- 
er,. who has been -reduced almost to 
bankruptcy. . Singiilarly,. the cause of 
this depression does not seem to be rec-. 
ognized by Mr. Silver, nor by the agri- 
cultural papers,.many of “which are 
more. devoted to the interests of, their 
advertising patrons than to the farm- 
ers. + 

Farmers have been adversely de- 
scribed as belonging to a privileged 
class because Congress has consifered 
many schemes, alleged to be for the 
benefit of the farmer, which ‘were, in 
fact, for the benefit of other classes. 

It is of ‘no advantage to farmers :to 
be permitted’ to store their wheat, when 
harvested and threshed, and hold it, at 
their own ‘risk and expense, wuntil the 
price of it shall have advanced suffi- 
ciently to cover the cost of raising it, 
although,~for more than seventy years, 
this has been his only chance.of obtain- 
ing enough to cover cost, except a 
few years at the end of the Civil War, 
and recently during the World War, 
when the Government fixed the price at 
$2.40 per bushel. 

I am a farmer and have carefully 
considered the cost of raising wheat, 
and assert it to be $33.33 per acre. The 
yield of wheat per acre east of the Mis- 
sissippi does not exceed 16 bushels, 
If we include the great wheat-growing 
States, Kansas and Nebraska, the aver+ 
age may ‘be advanced to 16 2-3 bushels. 
Obviously, it requires $2 per bushel to 
cover the cost of raising and marketing 
the wheat, and as many farmers are 
not up to this average, the great ma- 
jority being below it, application is now 
being made in behalf of all to have Con- 
ees Cea te Pee 
per pound. 

This plan {fs opposed by the “whet 
trust, which is composed of many com- 
binations, all having in view the ee 
pose of speculating im wheat and 
riving great profits therefrom, —2 
their action depresses the farmer. 

The most effective ‘action taken by 
Congress in behalf of the farmer was in 
passing the Future Trading act, Aug. 
24, 1921 (Chap. 86, 42 Stat. at L. 187). 
This was bitterly assailed in Hill vs. 
Wallace (42 U. S. Sup. Ct. Rep., 453) 
and declared untenable and, therefore, 
of. no special benefit except in the 
information ‘concerning conditions af- 
forded, enabling Congress to pass a 
stronger and better act, Sept. 21, 
1922, .entitled the Grain ures ‘act 
(Chap. 369, 42 Stat. at L. This act 
was. also promptly put to e. test in 
pehalf of the grain trust, but it has 
withstood the shock and is sustained 
by decision of the courts, the latest 
having been ‘written by Chief Justice 
Taft’ and is reported in the Advance 
Opinions of U. S. Sup. Court Decisions 
(No. 18, May 1, 1923, page 519). This 
act- virtually dissolves the wheat trust, 
or at least forbids it to deal in fu- 
tures, and places the various Boards of 
Trade and Produce Exchanges, . with 
their agencies extending all‘through the | 29 
country, along every line of railroad, 
under ‘supervision of ps Secretary ‘of 
Agriculture. 

In the investigation ft was shown that 
against the real -wheat, about. 360,000,- 
000 bushels manipulated by this Board 
of Trade in one year, its members had 
placed in the .market—through their 
dealings for future delivery—nearly 20,- 
000,000,000 bushels of imaginary ‘wheat. 

According to the daily reports, this 
practice has not been interfered with 
by the executive branch of our Govern- 
ment; and that is where we are weak. 
The plan advocated by Gray Silver is 
absolutely of. no use. to the farmers. 
What the farmers need‘is a fair price 
for their wheat—not the opportunity, 
which they have always enjoyed, of 
withholding it from market. 

May we not request him to’ use his in- 
fluence with the farm bloc to have a 
fair price for their wheat guaranteed to 
the farmers. direct, without. interfering 
with present market conditions, which 
are now placed under supervision of the 
Agricultural Department? Perhaps he 
can also do something to have the Ship- 
ping Board interested to transport to 
other countries, where it is. sadly need- 
ed, our surplus -wheat,’ which he sup- 
poses is being unnecessarily , ‘‘ dumped 
Upon the market.””

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Wheat Prices Break Below One 
Dollar—Foreign Exchariges 
Quietly Strong. 


The sudden decline in wheat prices 
below one dollar per bushel for the 
July and September options, and. quiet 
strength in the foreign exchanges, 
in anticipation of the British Premier’s 
speech today on reparations, clearly 
overshadowed all other happenings 
in’ the financial markets yesterday. 

The decline in wheat prices aasumed 
dramatic proportions ‘when. for the 
first time this year, and in fact, the 
first time since Sept. 15, 1922, the near- 
by options for wheat broke through the 
one-dollar mark. This was ‘particularly 
impressive because it followed so closely 
the report of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture indicating acreage 
and condition which do not point to a 
bumper crop. Since that report was is- 
sued wheat has lost approximately 5 
cents per bushel‘ and its total . decline 
from the high point of the year, reached 
in the last week of April, now amounts 
exactly to 25 cents per bushel—a tre- 
mendous ‘shrinkage in the farmer’s po- 
tential buying power. The factors be- 
hind the decline are in a large measure 
obvious. With a good crop ‘coming on, 
an abnormally large .carryover, with 
growers anxious to convert their crop 
immediately into cash and with foreign 
buyers, who must be depended upon to 
take the surplus, exhibiting but feeble 
signs of interest in wheat, the quotation 
is mérely following the law’ of supply 
and demand. More disturbing is the 
knowledge that of all the panaceas pro- 
posed to aid the grain farmer and give 
him a “living price’’ for his wheat, 
mone appears to fit-the present situa-

Rallroad Itself Showed Gain In 


Operating Earnings and Cut 
its Expenses. * 


The net income of the Great Northern 
Railway Company for last year was 
$10,865,672, equal to $4.35 a share on the 
$249,477,150 of capital stock, a3 ¢com- 
pared with $28,469,925, or $11.40 a share, 
in the. preceding year, according to the 
annual report made public yesterday. 
This difference was primarily due to the 
loss in non-operating income, which de- 
creased from $31,731,122 in 1921 to $10,- 
487,006 last year, as the net operating 
income of the railroad was approxi- 
mately $4,500,000 greater in 1922 than in 
the previous year." The non-operating 
revenue is derived chiefly from securi- 
tles of other companies held by the 
Great Northern Company. 

After-the payment of dividends in 
1922 there was a deficit of $2,252,111, 
against a surplus of $11,006,952 the year 
before. The profit and loss account, at 
the close of last year was $86,843,003, as 
compared to $89,881,082 on the last day

Steel works have 
only twenty-five working days this 
month,’ and the midyear rolling. mill 
shutdowns and. Summer heat are fur- 
ther factors. 

“ Finished steel prices continue to be 
well held, apart from the concessions in 
sheets, reinforcing bars and hot-rolled 
strip ateel,-but buyers are watching 


es- | Closely the new relation of capacity and 


consumption and are attaching more 
significance to the declines in pig iron, 
coke and scrap. 

‘“‘The Iron Age pig iron composite 
price, at $26.04 per gross ton, is $4.82 
below the high point of last Spring and 
75 cents’ below last week’s figure.’’ 

A languishing iron and steel market in 
Europe is reported by The Iron Trade 
Review. This condition, the Review 
states, has become more marked in 
Great Britain and has revived talk of a 
combination of European steél masters 
to control foreign trade. In ‘the do- 
mestic field the Review states that 
signs of some overproduction of pig iron 
have kept prices weak and buyers 
diffident. 

Iron and steel production is coming 
down several degrees from the recént 
record-breaking height, principally be- 
cause of a reduced volume of new buy- 
ing, to which seasonal causes are con- 
tributing,” the Review states. ‘‘ Cur- 
tailment to date is limited almost en- 
tirely to merchant blast furnaces, as 
falling prices of pig iron have reached 
or crossed the cost line and some stocks 
have been accumulated: Within the 
week six stacks have been blown out 
and several additional have been 
banked. Steel works operations are little

IN BANK CRASH TRIAL 


Denies He Knew Shipyard Was 
Getting Loans From Mariners 
“Harbor Institution. 


CONTRADICTS THE CASHIER 


Had Brains but No Money When 
He Joined Ship Concern, 
He Says. 


Robert Magruder, 68 years old, Presi- 
dent of the Johnson Shipyard Corpora- 
tion, on trial-in the Federal Court in 
Brooklyn,’ charged with having aided in 
the misapplication and abstraction of 
funds of the National Bank, of Mariner 
Harbor, 8. I., denied _yesterday on jhe 
witness stand any knowledge that‘ the 
bank’s funds had been unlawfully taken 
and Ioaned to his company. His son, 
Donald D. Magruder, Treasurer of the 
shipbuilding company, is being prose- 
cuted on a similar charge, 

The head of the company “denied the 
story told by Sylvanus Bedell, former 
cashier of the bank, that he had trans- 
ferred more than $600,000 of the bank’s 
funds to the shipyard company in order 
to pay overdrafts. Bedell had loaned 
the shipyard money, said Magruder, but 
he had labored under the impression 
that the cashier of the bank Was a 
man of wealth and that the money he 
advanced had come from mis persona! 
fortune. 

Magruder was elected a Director of 
the shipyard in 1916, and when Colonel 
Edwin H. Hardin resigned as President 
to take up active war work Magruder, 
the elder, became head of the company 
at $500 a week. “He testified that he 
talked over the company’s affairs with 
Bedell and the lagter bought stock’ and 
later became Treasurer at $200 a week. 
Bedell- told him that he owned con- 
siderable property in Brooklyn and else- 
where and, the witness said, created the 
impression that he was a man of con- 
siderable affairs. He ,told of eompany 
loans obtained from Bedell and declared 
that he believed they were ail from 
Bedell’s personal funds. 

When the defalcations became known 
Mr. Magruder continued, the Directors 
and _officers of the company met and 
discussed means of.paying back. the 
money. He again repeated firmly that he 
had never aidéd or abetted the misap- 
Plicance of the bank’s money. ‘

Giaconne, the witness insisted that until ¢ 


the defalcation became known in Octo- 
ber, 1920, he had not known that there 
had-been any irregularity in the han’ 
dling of its funds.

Week’s ‘Conditions. Favor ‘Corn and 
Wheat, and Cotton Less. 


The weekly weather report of the 
Department of Agriculture’ issued at 
‘Washington yesterday in part follows:

Next Door Damages Build- 
ings, Landlord Says. 


400 TO:200 GATHER NIGHTLY 


Supreme Court Asked for Injunction 
~—- Complaint Alleges 15 Defendants 
Refused to Get Off. 


Whether a landlord:has a right. to 
prevent tenants from congregating 
nightly on the roof with from 100 to 200 
friends for a free view of an outdoor 
moving picture show next door is to 
be decided in the Supreme Court as the 
result of a suit filed yesterday by Jacob 
London, owner of the two six-story ten- 
ement houses at 54 and 58 West 116th 
Street, adjoining the Regun. Theatre, 
which operates.an outdoor moving. pic- 
ture show on the roof all Summer. 

Mr: London in his complaint asks for 
an injunction restraining fifteen tenants, 
all named as defendants, from congre< 
gating on the root at any time to wit- 
ness moving picture performances; trom 
holding meetings or assemblages on the 
roof; from gathering collectively on the 
roof for social or amusement purposes: 
from occupying windows connected with 
the common halls to witness movi 
picture performances; from_ inviting, 
soliciting, encouraging or urging persons 
to assemble with them, either on- the 
roofs or in the halls, on the stoop or 


at the hall windows to witness moving |, 


picture performances or for any unlaw- 
ful purpose, and from continuing to per- 
petrate alleged damage, injury or loss 
te plaintiff’s property. 

Isaac Stanislaw, agent of the property, 
said in an affidavit that there are twen- 
ty-four tenants in each of the houses, 
which were built seventeen years ago. 
The roofs were recently recovered with 
a plastic slate rubber at ga cost of $700, 
The agent said that night from

congregated on the roof adjoining the 
; theatre, paying no heed to the watch- 
man who orde them away. ‘hey 
hogy chairs, boxes and other objects 
to the roof, he said, and invited friends 
and relatives, sometimes as many as 
200, to see the show for nothing.
